1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In light of the 
Applicant's arguments dated 9/8/2010 and with the newly amended claims, the prior art 
of record fails to teach the claimed invention, particularly concerning the relation 
between the turret and the extraction table, particularly with the movement of the 
extraction table with the gripping elements of the extraction table translated along a path 
generally perpendicular to the rotational axis of the turret. The closest prior art, Coran, 
fails to teach the features concerning the extraction table and gripping elements in 
relation to the turret.
